THE MURDER OF MR FLEMING. 


A GHASTLY MANDARIN JOKE ON 4 
BRITISH. CONSUL: 


_ (From $ China Gazette’s' Correspomdent.) 


Chungking, 14th Feb, 

Our Consul Mr Litton met Mr Archibald 
Colquhoun en route to Burmah four days 
south of this, when returning fro eccing 
the Governor of Kueichow, at Kuciyang 
Fu, regarding tho murder of Mr Floming. 
Mr Littun has eucceeded in transacting a 
very diflicult piece of business, considering 
tho wily naturo of the official with whom 
he had to deal, 

The very Governor of the provinces had 
the effrontory to make use of the knives 
and forks of the murdored man in coter- 
taining hor Britannic Majesty’s represonta- 
tive during tho negotiations ! 

As to tho scttlement effected, the two 
actual murderors wera beheaded bofore Mr 
Litton left Kuoi-yang. Seven officials, in- 
cluding two profects and two district magis- 
trates, have been suspended, ond an in- 
demnity of Tis. 22,000 paid. A warrant is 
also isaued for the apprehension of the 
headman of the village near which Mr 
Fleming waa murdered, who is perhaps the 
most guilty of all concorned, having. been, 
at the head of the militia who searched Mr 
Fleming’s house be‘ore the deed was com- 
mitted. This headman has, however, ab- 
sconded, leaving his estates, which are con- 
siderable in oxtent and value, to bo con- 
figcated, and a roward of Tis. 500 is offorcd 
for his apprehension. Mr Litton who’ ar- 
rived here on the.8th inst. reports the pro- 
vince of Kueichow quite peaceful.

of his resfionsible advisers, bas promised to 
Guns. Captuin. Last reported at grant a French coaling station at some 
i : : point on this coast. . As far I can gathor 
this determination is in direct violation of 
tho terms under which the Sultan helds his 
present rank and, if persisted in, will in- 
evitably bring him into conilict with the 
British Government. 

Jt may not be generally known that the 
Sultan of Oman is supported by @ joint 
agreement between tha French apd the 
British Governments, whereby each binds 
itself not to annex the country or any part 
of it, co that tho action of French officials 
in attempting to oblain, and in actually 
obtaining, the Sultan's consent to the grant 
of the lease of a coaling station is an under- 
hand piece of business.
